ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant argues that the double patenting rejection over claims 1 1 , 30, and 34 of '695 
is improper because the patented claims are directed to kits comprising several 
elements including an OP-1 DNA sequence or and N-terminal nucleotide sequence 
encoding an OP-1 pro protein, whereas the instant claims are directed to nucleic acid 
molecules encoding the C-terminus of human OP-1 protein, or a conservative variant 
thereof. This has been fully considered but is not found to be persuasive because the 
instant claims recite open claim language and thus read on the full length OP-1 
sequence, which is part of the kit claimed in '695. In fact, given the open claim 
language recited in the instant claims, the instant claims read on constructs including 
reporter genes and regulatory sequences as recited in the patented claims. Applicant 
further argues that there can be no unjustified extension of patent monopoly since 
different nucleic acids and host cells are claimed. This has been fully considered but is 
not found to be persuasive for two reasons. First, the instant claims recite "comprising" 
and thus read on constructs with reporter genes or any other sequences recited in the 
patented claims. Second, double patenting concerns unjustified extension of patent 
monopoly AND prevention of possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re 
Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 
225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 
(CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re 
Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). Applicant has not addressed 
the second issue.
